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F. Rumania-USSR Moscow is having its difficulties 
m organizing and coordinating the economies of 
Eastern Europe through CEMA— the Council for Mutual 
Economic Assistance. The Rumanians are bucking a 
February CEMA decision that they abandon most of 
their plans for major new industries and concentrate 
instead on petroleum products, fertilizers and agri- 
culture. Party leaders in Bucharest have sought and 
received support for their stand at the grass roots 
level and will find it difficult to back down should 
the Soviets elect to press the issue. 
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
